REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious an assembly including a 
bellows part having a turned-back edge at an opposite end of a flexible wall; a co-acting 
part including a top portion; a conical outer wall including a convex or concave first 
conical part; and a second conical part; wherein the turned back edge of the bellows 
part rests on the top portion of the co-acting part.
